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CITY COUNCIL STARTS THE BALL 
ROLLING ON LAKE-PARK PLAN

Councirs work session on Dec. 9, called as an outgrowth of 
the council split on establishing a playground - play area on parcel 
7 (at Boxwood Village), started out stormy but in the end pro¬ 
duced several constructive actions. 


These actions included (1) a coun¬ 
cil move to consider this Monday 
the allotment of funds estimated at 
$2,000 for a topographic survey of 
parcel 7 and the main area of the 
Lake Park; (2) scheduling of a 
public hearing on the Lake Park 
Master Plan in January; and (3) 
an updating by the city staff of 
the 1971 Lake-Park plan. In con¬ 
nection with the latter, the city’s 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board (PRAB) will review its rec¬ 
ommendations of July 1973 at a 
meeting tonight (Thursday) in the 
Youth Center. 

At the December 2 council meet¬ 
ing, the request for a playground 
by Boxwood citizens saw council- 
men Gil Weidenfeld and Charles 
Schwan vote in favor and coun- 
cilmen Tom White and Richard 
Casfcaldi vote against (The motion 
thus failed.) White and Castaldi 
had based their negative vote on 
a fear that such piecemeal devel¬ 
opment of parcel 7 might under¬ 
cut resident support for the entire 
park plan. 

Dispute Continued 

At the start of the December 9 
meeting, Mayor Richard Pilski, who 
was not at the Dec. 2 meeting, 
tried to keep discussion of the 
parcel 7 playfield from coming up, 
on the grounds that the meeting 
had been scheduled to discuss the 
overall Lake-Park Plan. This plan 
had been developed by the city 
staff back in 1971 and had been 
under review by PRAB. Progress, 
however, has been slow because 
of city shortage of funds and be¬ 
cause parts of the plan have been 
controversial. 

It soon became apparent, how¬ 
ever, that the playground issue 
could not be avoided in any dis¬ 
cussion of the Lake Park Plan 
since the latter embraced parcel 
7, Six representatives from the 
Boxwood Civic Association contin¬ 
ued to press for a safe neighbor¬ 
hood playground. They noted that 
the playground itself was not con¬ 
troversial and that PRAB support¬ 
ed it. In fact, the city had started 
several years ago to clear some 
of the land on parcel 7 for play, 
but work was halted because the 
county required a grading survey. 
Nothing more was done at the 
time. 

Pilski made known his support 
of the position taken by White and 
Castaldi against piecemeal devel¬ 
opment of the tract He stated, 
however, that he was concerned 
about realistically getting funding 
for the overall development of the 
Park plan. 

PRAB member Ron Ott, who is 
also a Boxwood resident, thought 
it was reasonable for council to 
have an overall plan for the Lake 
Park. However, he thought it could 
be developed in stages, and didn’t 
believe there would be any adverse 
effects on the overall plan if a 
small corner of parcel 7 were de¬ 
veloped. 

“Political Footba 11 ?” 

Pilski and White felt that the 
motion by Weidenfeld for a play¬ 
ground had been an attempt to 
“politicize” a tot lot. Pilski re¬ 
ferred to the matter as “a political 
football” and objected to ruining 
the property by piecemeal develop¬ 
ment. 

Weidenfeld retorted that if any¬ 
one was guilty of piecemeal devel¬ 
opment, it was the council for its 
action of November 18 when it 
voted for a playground in the St. 
Hugh’s-Jaycee area and its action 


of December 1 in approving an¬ 
other playground in the park area 
between Woodland Hills homes 
and Lakewood. (There was no coun¬ 
cil opposition to either action). 

Ott explained that it was he who 
urged the Boxwood Civic Associa¬ 
tion to renew its request for the 
playground after his son was in¬ 
jured while playing ball in the 
street. 

Finally Move Ahead 

At this juncture Schwan urged 
council that “we get off our re¬ 
spective soap boxes” and move on 
the Lake Park plan. This council 
proceeded to do. 

It received with favor city man¬ 
ager James K. Giese’s recommen¬ 
dation that the staff be instructed 
to gather material for a possible 
future bond issue that would in¬ 
clude development of (1) SHL park 
property; (2) main area of Lake 
Park; (3) parcel 7; (4) Braden 

Field; (5) area around surplus land; 
(6) landfill (east side); and (7) 
Greenbriar park. Schwan felt that 
this was the time also to include 
consideration of larger police quar¬ 
ters. 

PRAB chairman Joseph Wilkin¬ 
son also urged council to move 
expeditiously on the overall Lake 
Park plan and on the bond issue. 
He said that the previous council 
had “ducked the plan and that 
council’s attention had been focused 
on Greenbriar.” “This town’s rec¬ 
reational facilities,” he added, “have 
not grown with the city and we 
must come to grips with this.”

In the past the city re¬ 
ceived as much as $40 a ton for the paper products, but recently 
the going rate has been $6 a ton and may even dip further.

BELTWAY SIGN HEARING 

Oral arguments will be heard 
by the county council, sitting as 
the district court, on Monday 
Dec. 16 at 1:30 p.m. at Upper 
Marlboro on the request of Belt- 
way Plaza for a “traveling” or 
“flashing” sign. The applicant, 
Sidney J. Brown, is appealing a de¬ 
cision of the hearing examiner 
denying his request. 


But what is worse, scrap deal¬ 
ers are now unable at times to 
handle all the scrap. Last week, 
for example, some 16 tons of paper 
were collected in Greenbelt — en¬ 
ough to save about 272 trees (1 ton 
= 17 trees). But the local scrap 
company — Prince George’s Scrap, 
Inc. — could only take 6 X A tons. 
The rest had to be buried in the 
landfill that the city shares with 
College Park. 

Paul Schneider, an owner of the 
scrap company, said that he used 
to take “a couple of hundred thou¬ 
sand pounds a month.” Lately, 
however, the company is taking on 
a “spot basis” and at a greatly 
reduced price. 

Economy Blamed 

The reason given for this turn of 
events is deteriorating economic 
conditions, especially in housing, 
which have dropped the bottom 
out of the market for recycled ma¬ 
terial. Much of the scrap is used 
for the manufacture of roofing ma¬ 
terial, insulation, and other con¬ 
struction items. Paper collected by 
the PG Scrap company is sold to 
mills or recycling centers and used 
mainly for making cardboard car¬ 
tons and fillers for cake and dress 
boxes, though some is utilized for 
de-inking paper and making news¬ 
print. The general downturn in the 
economy has affected all these 
areas. 

Having to bury the paper in 
landfills is defeating the main pur¬ 
pose of the program. In Greenbelt, 
the program was initiated primarily 
because sanitary landfill space was 
running out. From the first, it was 
recognized that the program would 
do well to break even (proceeds 
from the sale of paper is used to 
meet refuse department expens¬ 
es), but being able to conserve 
landfill for refuse disposal was con¬ 
sidered the paramount advantage 
What’s the Answer? 

What’s to be done? City manager 
James K. Giese feels that present 
adverse conditions are temporary. 
He stated that there are no plans 
to change the paper-pickup pro¬ 
gram. 

In the meantime, the city is ex¬ 
ploring other ways of meeting the 
crisis. For example, there might 
be some financial gains if the city 
could eliminate the scrap dealer 
and haul papers directly to a paper 
company. 

The problem is that there are 
no local paper companies. In con¬ 
trast, the P.G. Scrap Company is 
located just a mile from Green- 
belt’s city boundaries and the city 
can haul paper to the scrap yard 
after each paper pickup without 
worrying about storing the papers 
and having trucks available to 
make the trips. 

Tht city of Laurel takes its pa¬ 
per directly to a paper company in 
Baltimore, but Laurel has a lot 
of storage space and the necessary 
trucks. Greenbelt lacks both. 

Considered also was the possi¬ 
bility of banding together with 
other municipalities, but the logis¬ 
tics of designating a central pick¬ 
up location and the mechanics of 
handling and loading of papers 
appear to be almost insurmount¬ 
able. 

Another Possibility 
Another alternative would be for 
the city to deal directly with a 
mill in New Jersey. The mill would 
send a tractor-trailer to Green¬ 
belt to pick up papers on Mondays 
and Tuesdays of each week. These 
however, are major days for 
Greenbelt’s collection of garbage 
and refuse. To pick up both paper 
and refuse on the same days would 
require the employment of addi¬ 
tional personnel and trucks. 

The city feels it is vital that 
Greenbelters continue to put out 
their papers on the special collec¬ 
tion days (Wednesday or Thurs¬ 
day) because, more often than not 
the scrap company will accept ra¬ 
ther than refuse the paper, and 
one can never be sure of the sit¬ 
uation from week to week. 
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Questions Solar Heat 


To the Editor: 

I b;\t this solar heat bit 
a vovvkI and s o what is entailed 
if C 1 I' should enter into an ex¬ 
perimental program with NASA— 
P rst off the bat, there would 
have to be a storage tank under 
rach and every unit that is to 
be heeted with solar heat so the 
heated water could warm the lower 
floor and provide the basic heat 
source. To accomplish this would 
be no easy task since the excava¬ 
tion would have to be under ex¬ 
isting structures and those struc¬ 
tures supported while the storage 
tank was being built. In conjunc¬ 
tion with this the flooring on the 
first floor would have to be re¬ 
placed so the floor could act as 
the prime radiator. Just this a- 
m unt of conversion would cost 
far more per unit than the con- 
timp’ated revision of the frame 
h.vpes taat was cons dered by the 
planning committee at one time 
and found to be out of reach fi- 
: rsa-ly for the members. 

K xt off the bat would be the 
heat collectors that go on the roof 
< f each and every building. While 
these could be made from in^xpen- 
s ve materials rather com par i- 
ti.ely inexpensive steel pipe in¬ 
stead of copper which is out of 
sight pricewise - at the price of 
steel today and coupled with the 
amount of piping required, this 
portion of the project costwise 
tfould equal the frame revision 
«osts. 

Now we get into ,the secondary 
system that is used during the 
hours of darkness. We could per¬ 
haps save a bit here by using the 
existing radiators within the hous¬ 
es since it is possible to use hot 
water systems for th’s back-up 
system as well as hot air sytems. 

Gett'ng into the control system, 
since solar heat svstems cannot 
operate successfully with anv tvp^ 
of heat loss, each and every unit 
would have to have its own s^t of 
controls. And by Unit I m^an 
each family’s dwelling and not a 
court or a building. Now - the 
planning committee has turned 
down individual controls on prior 
projects but would now be faced 
with a situation where they would 
have to accept individual controls. 
This aspect would mean a costly 
overall expense just for controls. 

And when all the bits and pieces 
are added up, to convert to Solar 
Heat Would be an extremely ex¬ 
pensive conversion. It could well 
be that this factor alone has kept 
the conversion to solar heat out of 
reach financially for the average 
person and/or family and thus 
kept solar heat from being widely 
used. 

So far we have talked about th« 
heating system for solar heat - but 
there are other factors involved. 

The units would have to be up¬ 
dated from the aspect of insula¬ 
tion and this would mean added 
insulation in the ceiling of the top 
floor, thermal pane windows, vesti¬ 
bules front and back ad infinitum, 
And again we would be getting in¬ 
to a costly proposition. 

However the joker in the deck is 
the fact that mother nature does 
not always cooperate and an emer¬ 
gency heating system is required 
during periods of extended rain¬ 
fall. The cold rain cools the col¬ 
lectors and the lack of sunlight 
coupled with th« cooling of the 
collectors shuts the system down. 
This means that an emergency 
back-up system must be used. And 
in our case we would have to 
keep the present system for this 
emergency back-un system srnce 
che members would complain if it 
were necessary to us® electric 
heaters during this period. 

This all boils down to that after 
getting into an expensive conver¬ 


sion program we would still have 
to keep our persent system so it 
can be us®d as the emergency 
back up system. 

So taking it all together I am 
afraid that th’s so^pr heat project 
that Mr. O’Domv'T 's ®I1 fired up 
about is just another one of those 
projects junior engineers dream 
up that is shot full of faults 
so much so that thev are not worth 
considering. It will be most in¬ 
teresting to see what develops.

Special Trash Disposal 

The city receives a number of 
calls concerning its failure to pick 
up a’l special trash at one time. 
The city disposes of different trash 
in different ways. Leaves are pick¬ 
ed up by the leaf vacuum and 
piled at various locations in the 
city where they are used as soil 
conditioners after decomposition. 
Tree trimmings are ground up in 
the chipper and are used in a va¬ 
riety of ways in the city parks. 
Old appliances are taken to a scrap 
salvage company. Other material 
is disposed of in the landfill. If 
a resident has more than one type 
of item to be picked up it may ne¬ 
cessitate the request being handled 
by more than one city crew and 
that is the reason for partial pick 
up being made. 

The city provides special trash 
service to all city refuse collec¬ 
tion customers. Special trash should 
be placed near the location of the 
regular trash pick up and not on 
the street.. The number to call to 
request a special trash pick-up is 
474-8004.

YULE TIPS

Fire Marshall, GVFD&RS 
CHRISTMAS TREES - LIVE 
TREES: pick a fresh tree that 
doesn’t lost its needles when bump¬ 
ed and one that has sap on its 
its trunk. Keep it watered and 
place it away from radiators and 
exits. Artificial trees: plastic trees 
should bear the UL (Underwrit¬ 
ers Laboratories) label and be 
flame resistant. Never use electric 
lights on metal trees. Tree Lightn¬ 
ing Sets: Check for the UL Label. 
Be sure to use Outdoor Light 
sets on outside lighting. Use no 
more than 3 sets of lights per 
single extension - don’t overload 
the circuit. Be sure to unplug 
lights when retiring or leaving 
the house. Check condition of old 
lighting sets now. Candles should 
never be used on a tree or near 
flammable decorations. Do not 
leave candles unattended or with¬ 
in children’s reach. Electric toys 
& gifts. Look for the UL label be¬ 
fore buying electrical gifts. Be¬ 
ware of ‘‘bargain” prices and cat¬ 
alog orders. Don’t buy a potential¬ 
ly hazardous gift for anyone at 
any price. Show that you care 
your loved ones have a fire safe 
holiday.

FDR Construction Falls 
Behind Sept Schedule 

Construction of the Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Senior High School has 
been slowed down by a shortage of 
materials, mainly steel. It appears 
that the scheduled opening date of 
September 1975 will not be met and 
a delay of about three to five 
months is foreseen. 

Approximately 62% of the 101- 
room structure is complete with 
about 95% of the exterior masonry 
work accomplished. The fields 
have been seeded and bleachers 
seating 2,500 students installed. 
With the exception of one connec¬ 
tion by Hanover Road, all interior 
roads, curbs and gutters have 
been constructed. 

It will be a while before a prin¬ 
cipal is selected to head the school 
which has a pupil-capacity of 2,400. 
First, FDR must be assigned to a 
school district. The county school 
system is divided into three dis¬ 
tricts - northern, central and sou¬ 
thern - and each is supervised 
by an assistant superintendent. 
Once the designation is made, the 
area superintendent will become 
involved in every step of the staf¬ 
fing and equipping of the facility. 

FDR is located on a 40-acre tri¬ 
angular shaped site occupying the 
central portion of the Smith-Ewing 
North tract east of the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway in Green- 
belt. Bordering the school tract 
is the Greenbriar condominium a- 
partment development which re¬ 
cently opened. 

SHL Golf Course Plan .. 
Now Before City Council 

A site plan for the Springhill 
Lake golf course property is now 
before the city council. The plan 
prepared by the city staff and ap¬ 
proved by the city’s Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board pro¬ 
poses eliminating the first and 
ninth hole of the golf course and 
relocating the tee for the second 
hole to the approximate location 
of the tee for the ninth hole. 

In the area of the first and 
ninth fairways, the plan proposes 
construction of two lighted tennis 
courts and basketball court, a 
handball court, a small picnic area, 
horseshoe courts, a combination 
spray pool - roller skating rink - 
ice skating rink - amphitheater, 
and some free play area. 

The Springhill Lake owners have 
offered to pay half the cost of 
constructing the two lighted ten¬ 
nis courts.

“The Winter Festival Concert” 
will be held at Parkdale Senior 
High School on Thurs., Dec. 19 
at 8 p.m. The performing groups 
will include - the Parkdale Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra, the Symphonic 
Band, and the Concert Band, di¬ 
rected by Mrs. Dorothy Pickard 
and Mr. Edward Kerman. Unlike 
other concerts held during the 
school year, the holiday concert 
will be offered free to the public. 

The school’s music dept, has 
been very active this year. In the 
fall the marching band was organ¬ 
ized, and performed at football 
games and at Metro ground break¬ 
ing ceremonies. The symphonic 
band has also performed for the 
inauguration of the new Prince 
Georges County Council and exec¬ 
utive. During the Performing 
Arts Abroad Spring Music Festi¬ 
val, held in Bermuda, Parkdale’s 
symphony orchestra was the only 
orchestra that was awarded a 
“Silver Ribbon” for superior per¬ 
formance. 


Listen To Radio, TV 
For School Closings 

Parents and students should listen 
to radio and TV stations to find out 
about school openings when it 
snows. The decision to close or de¬ 
lay the openings of schools is usual¬ 
ly made by 5 a.m. and radio and 
TV stations are notified no later 
than 6 a.m. Calls to schools direct¬ 
ly or to the central office or police 
only tie up lines that are needed 
in case of emergencies. 

Prince Georges schools generally 
either close for the entire school 
day or delay openings for one hour 
so buses can operate after the 
morning rush hour and on roads 
that have been serviced during bad 
weather. 

Should the Superintendent of 
Schools decide to close schools ear¬ 
ly, radio and TV stations are noti¬ 
fied usually no later than noon. In 
most instances, early dismissal oc¬ 
curs one hour earlier than the 
regular closing time, with buses op¬ 
erating one hour earlier unless 
slowed by bad road conditions. 

In the event of an early dismissal 
or all-day closing of schools, after¬ 
noon and evening activities in all 
schools will also be cancelled.
